Philo To Give 
“Fatima” In March 

Early in 1950 Manor College will 
again welcome the Philopatrian The- 
ater Guild with the presentation of 
Lady of Fatima by Reverend Urban 
Nagle, O.P. The play is a dramatiz- 
ation of events which occurred near 
Fatima, Portugal in 1917. 

For thirty years people have in- 
differently read about these appar- 
itions of Our Lady, but now the 
daily papers are publishing the very 
happenings Our Lady warned 
against. 

This play was prepared for the 
Blackfriars Guild and for sixty-three 
nights the theatre was completely 
sold out. 

Lady of Fatima has been produced 
by Philo more than thirty -three 
times at various locations in and 
around Philadelphia. On October 12, 
the Philo gave a performance at the 
Academy of Music for the benefit of 
the Medical Mission Sisters of Fox 
Chase. 

Among the players in the cast, are 
many Northeast residents including 
Betty Green, of Crescentville, Nan- 
cy Koehler, a student at Manor Col- 
lege, her sister Loy Koehler, St. 
Basil Academy student, Aloysius 
Koehler, their father, Dick Comber 
and Lou Markert, both of Frankford, 
and Thomas Melley of Lawndale. 

Tickets may be purchased at Man- 
or College. 

Plans are now being made to 
present a comedy in January at the 
college. The play will be directed by 
Betty Green of Philopatrian with 
girls from Manor and boys from 
Philo in the cast.

Sodalists Make Plans 
For An Active Year 

On Monday, October 10, the first 
meeting of the Blessed Virgin Mary 
Sodality, under the patronage of 
Our Lady of Fatima, was opened 
with a prayer by Reverend Basil 
Feddish, Ph.D., director. 

Officers were elected for the com- 
ing year, and three committees were 
established: Our Lady’s Committee, 
to foster devotion to Our Blessed 
Mother; the Catholic Truth Com- 
mittee, to spread Catholic Action 
on the campus; and the Apostolic 
Committee, to perform charitable 
acts for the poor and needy. 

The first activity of the Sodality 
was the reception of Holy Com- 
munion in a body on Sunday, Oc- 
tober 30, the Feast of Christ the 
King. 

Sodality reception followed this 
on December 8, when the girls re- 
ceived their sodality keys. 

Future meetings will be held on 
the second and fourth Mondays of 
each month, and the Sodalists will 
receive Holy Communion in a body 
on every second Monday. 


Out to prove that youth is no 
barrier in the world today and that 
quantity is not the basis of achieve- 
ment, Manor College opened its 
doors in September to begin its third 
scholastic year. 

Built first in the hopes and dreams 
of the Sisters of St. Basil the Great, 
Manor College took on reality in 
1947 with Fox Chase Manor as its 
suburban setting. 

Feeling confident that great things 
have “small beginnings,” Mother' 
Marie Helen, O.S.B.M. accepted the 
presidency of the college and Sister 
M. Bohdanna, O.S.B.M. became 
dean. 

Resolving to use their small en- 
rollment as an advantage instead of 
a handicap, the students take an 
active part in inter -collegiate affairs, 
endeavoring to keep up with the 
other Catholic colleges in the Phil 
adelphia area. Manorettes maintain 
interest in the NFCCS and its vari- 
ous commissions, the Poetry Society, 
the LaSalle Masque, and other dr a 
matic organizations. 

Within the college itself the ex- 
tra-curricular activities open to the 
students include the Sodality of Our 
Lady of Fatima, the drama club, 
the chorus, the poetry and art clubs, 
the International Relations Club, and 
the Ukrainian Circle. 

At present Manor offers both a 
liberal arts and a home economics 
course for freshmen, sophomores, 
and juniors; next year, when the 
senior curriculum will be added, 
the first graduates of Manor will 
take the places in life for which 
they are now preparing. 

The students have easy access to 
the Thomas More Foundation Li- 
brary, which has been located on 
the campus since it was acquired 
in May, 1948. The Foundation, a 
Catholic lending library with one 
of the finest Catholic literary col-

UkraineAtChristmas 
Has Unique Customs 

In the Ukraine, Christmas tradi- 
tion is aptly reflected in many en- 
gaging customs. 

Christmas Eve, which begins after 
the first evening star appears in the 
sky, initiates the traditional line of 
customs. 

At this time, the family repairs 
to the supper table which has al- 
ready been prepared with a snowy 
white cloth under which straws have 
been secreted. This serves as a sym- 
bol of the birth of Christ in a stable. 
In remembrance of the deceased 
members of the family, a lighted 
candle has been placed on the table 
and it is kept burning all through 
the night. Extra dishes are likewise 
placed on the supper board with the 
same intention. 

Holy Supper 

The father leads the members of 
the family in the recitation of grace 
after which Christmas wishes are 
exchanged and honied squares of 
bread are distributed. The father 
is seated at the head of the table, 
always on the opposite side of the 
door, while the mother is seated 
next to him with the children tak- 
ing the remaining places. 

The supper consists of twelve 
courses, the most important of which 
is wheat prepared with ground pop- 
py seeds and honey. 

In addition to the decoration of 
a Christmas tree, which originated 
in Germany, the Ukrainians trim 
wheat sheaves with various trinkets. 
A colorful handwoven tapestry 
serves as a background for the 
sheaves of wheat which are always 
placed in the corner of the room. 
Christmas Caroling 

Christmas holidays last three days 
in the Ukraine. The caroling starts 
after supper on Christmas Eve and 
the carolers sing until the church 
bells call them to church for Christ- 
mas Compline at which “God is with 
us” is chanted. These services are 
followed by Midnight Mass. After 
Mass, the carolers sing until morn- 
ing. During each of the three days 
following, the caroling and rejoic- 
ing continue, making Christmastide 
one of the merriest seasons of the 
year.

For since the opening 
of the college the dramatic arts 
have played an important role in 
extra-curricular activities. 

Establishing what is now an an- 
nual custom, Manorettes presented 
their first dramatic production, Mar- 
ion Comes to Manor College, during 
the Christmas season of 1947. The 
following year a play, The Boy That 
Scrooge Sent, was presented, its 
theme being in keeping with the 
spirit of the season.

To What Avail College Dramatics?

When a college chemistry major spends almost as much time behind 
the footlights as she does in the lab, raised eyebrows will indicate that 
she’s missing the purpose of her higher education. However, tlpe college 
theater like other phases of the extra-curriculum is not a movement 
away from academic education but a supplement to it. 

Drama plays a multiple role in the all-around development for 
which education aims. We can safely say that the majority of collegiate 
Katherine Cornells will never know the feel of a Broadway stage beneath 
their feet; piany w ill let acting become only one of a host of memories 
of their Alifia Mater. Yet every student actress is transformed forever 
through her association with the Masks. 

Aware to some extent of the genuine work entailed in putting on a 
show, she will more greatly appreciate and will bq more interested in all 
theater productions. With a background of theatrical do’s and don’t’s or 
rights and wrongs, she will be able to judge and evaluate current plays 
and players. As a Catholic college student she will realize the value of 
drama in Catholic Action, since plays can be' used directly to promote 
appealing but decent entertainment. Hgre we can see how dramatic 
activity in college broadens the student’s outlook on the theater itself. 

Acting is also a shot in the arm for the actress’s own personality. It 
is a highway to clearer thinking. Every line of a play must be probed 
for the significance it bears in telling a story, and then it must be deli- 
vered to convey the proper meaning in the best way possible. Obviously, 
this invokes mental discipline as well as a memory process. 

Secondly, the actress will so grow in ease and self-confidence with 
each moment on stage that off stage she will find herself more capable of 
adequate self-expression. 

Though not an athletic activity, doing a show is just as sportive as 
playing on the basketball varsity. Teamwork among on-the-scenes and 
behind-the-scenes performers must be utilized to the -nth degree to 
produce the desired effects. Such mutual co-operation necessitates that 
fellow workers and leaders get along together regardless of their tem- 
peraments and whims. 

In addition, strutting the stage is an experience in itself. It is a mo- 
mentary escape from reality, in which a person goes completely out of 
herself into another personality. On returning to her natural self, the 
actress will have a better insight into her own thoughts, emotions, and 
actions and into those of others.

During their four -day 
stay in the Steel City, the delegates, 
representing 200,000 other College 
students in the 48 states, made defi- 
nite plans for carrying out the 
theme on local campuses. 

On the occasion of the convention, 
Our Most Holy Father, Pope Pius 
XII, very graciously deigned to be- 
stow His Special Apostolic Benedic- 
tion on all who participated. 

The students, by means of panel 
and plenary sessions, planned for 
next year coordinated activities on 
International Relations, Interracial 
Justice, Inter-American Action, Stu- 
dent Government and Christian 
Doctrine. 

In the panel on Student Gov- 
ernment, a closer relationship be- 
tween NFCCS delegates and the 
Student Council was stressed. Del- 
egates were made aware of the ne- 
cessity of having a representative of 
NFCCS on the Student Council. Al- 
though Manor College is the small- 
est college in the Federation at 
present, the plan of having a rep- 
resentative of NFCCS on Student 
Council is carried out — the presi- 
dent of Student Council, for the last 
three years, has been automatically 
made senior delegate to NFCCS. 

Another National Commission was 
formed — the Family Life Commis- 
sion. This Commission will hold 
Pre-Cana Conferences, Cana Con- 
ferences, and conferences on the 
pre -dating age. 

Three of the eleven delegates 
from Philadelphia region were from 
Manor College. Those representing 
the College were Loretta C. Kun- 
kel, senior delegate; Mary Ann Do- 
herty, alternate; Patricia McDonald, 
observer. Other colleges from the 
Philadelphia region that were re- 
presented at the congress were 
Chestnut Hill, Immaculata, La Salle, 
St. Joseph’s and Villanova.

Elementary Teaching 

Interest in teaching in the lower 
grades was greatly motivated by at- 
tendance at a recent lecture at La 
Salle College.

Must Transportation Thwart Activity? 

Many Philadelphians may feel fortunate in being far re- 
moved from the regions of dog sleds and mule trains, but per- 
haps the college student of this area thinks otherwise. Now don’t 
conclude that collegians are inciting a “return to the wilder- 
ness” movement; we’re only beginning to question how advan- 
tageous are the so-called advantages of modern civilization. 

The “advantage” to which we explicitly refer is transporta- 
tion. When a piece of stationery and a three-cent stamp an- 
nounce to the student of one college that something valuable 
and timely is occurring on the campus of another, the informed 
collegians may not hesitate to express their desire to go. “But 
it’s so hard to get to,” they bemoan and dismiss the affair. 

For a number of reasons the Philadelphia transportation 
situation has developed into a mighty barrier to inter-collegiate 
activities. Poor connections present a problem of time, an ele- 
ment which grows more precious to a person with each year of 
higher education. When three hours of travelling are required to 
attend a meeting that lasts an hour and a half, the student faces 
immediate discouragement. The prospect of traversing unfam- 
iliar ground or seeking a place visited only once before can 
heighten the temptation to stay at home instead of promoting 
the success of the current activity. 

Facetiously, we might say that had the founders of the 
colleges anticipated the transportation handicap, they might 
have sacrificed individuality for convenience and built their 
schools side by side. But we shan’t deal in the past or propose to 
transplant campuses. Perhaps college freshmen could be given 
an orientation course in inter-college transportation. Or maybe 
a social science class could take a lesson from Columbus and 
map out plans for a shorter route to their studious neighbors. 
Then, too, in many respects it might be best to buy a bag of oats 
and hitch up our own old gray mare instead of wasting good 
cents on public vehicles. 

Now, however, let us become more plausible and concrete 
in finding a remedy for this situation. If each college would 
incorporate a transportation fund to supply a limited number of 
students with taxicab fare, activities would attract a larger 
showing of students from every college. 

Undoubtedly, you, the reader, have sensed other trains of 
thought, packed with panaceas, chugging through your gray 
matter as an outcome of the previous paragraphs. Don’t be sel- 
fish with your ideas but bring them to the fore through Fox- 
prints , the student council, or the administration. Your advice 
may provide the desired tonic to heal this sore wound and the 
plasma needed to send new blood surging through the veins of 
inter-collegiate activities.
